■ Those who favor v the proposed consti- 
tutional amendment. on business taxes 
are crucifying truth on a cross of propa- 
ganda. The amendment would postpone 
indefinitely the present constitutional 
deadline of t Jan. 1 for abolishing and 
replacing the odious personal property, 
tax on business. 

The amendment is being promoted by 
businesses that get off easy, under the - 
present tax, either because they have 
little in the way of inventory to tax or 
because they have been able to dodge 
the tax. They claim that turning down 
the amendment would result in new 
taxes on individuals. Wrong. The consti- 
tution expressly forbids that. They claim 
that a replacement tax on business 
profits would yield less revenue to school 
districts and municipalities. Wrong 
again. Because of fairer assessments 
and surer collection, revenues would in- 
crease. 

They also claim that municipal bond- 
holders would be in jeopardy. The truth 
is that the revenue from a replacement 
. tax would be. available for all purposes, 
including the payment, of bond interest 
and principal that would have been paid 
• from the personal property tax on busl- 
ness. 

There are others who sincerely fear 
that if the .constitutional amendment is 
defeated, even more businesses will stop 
paying the present tax until the courts 
resolve the issue sometime next year— 
and that chaos will reign in the interim, 
with the school districts and municipali- 
ties left to starve for revenues. 
But that could happen only if the Gen- . 
-^eral Assembly were so Irresponsible as 
to fail to pass a replacement measure 
such as House Bill 2418 before next 
year. A contrary and more convincing 
argument, we believe, is that- if the 
deadline is postponed, the General As- 
sembly will simply go on ducking the
